There have been frequent ru- 
mors of scandals and troubles in 
the Lakeland Asylum, which have 
become so public that the Louis- 
ville Times, an organ of the admin- 
istration, is forced to make mention 
of them in a sensational article on 
its first page. The Times article 
is as follows: 

People living about Lakeland 
are discussing with indignation the 
alleged brutality of attendants at 
the Central Insane Asylum. Such 
is the outraged feeling that the mat- 
ter is likely to be presented to the 
April grand jury to be organized 
next Monday. 

The latest case of brutality com- 
plained of happened Wednesday. 
The following statement of the mat- 
ter was made to a reporter of the 
Times by a young married woman 
who witnessed the occurrence from 
her window near the station: 
The Complaint. 

"The attendants," said she, "al- 
most every day bring the patients 
to the station. Whether it is for 
their diversion or their own grati- 
fication I am unable to say. But 
their acts of cruelty are apart from 
this. I have witnessed numerous 
instances, but the crowning act of 
brutality occurred Wednesday. I 
saw one of the patients arise quiet- 
ly. What his purpose was I could 
not tell, but it seemed without par- 
ticular intent. Immediately the at- 
tendant assaulted him furiously and 
kicked him in the back, sending 
him sprawling. Then the attend- 
ant kicked the prostrate patient 
most brutally a dozen times or more 
about the stomach and other parts 
of the body. 

"My sense ot outrage was so 
great the force of it carried me out 
of the house and almost to the sta 
tion without any definite plan of ac- 
tion. There was only an over- 
whelming feeling of indignation 
that such brutality could be possi- 
ble against these unfortunate 
wards ot the state. 

Unable to Learn Name. 

"My sense of outrage was suc- 
ceeded by a determination to find 
out if possible the name of the at- 
tendant and make complaint to the 
superintendent. By the time I 
reached the station the patients 
had been started back to the asy- 
lum. 1 made inquiry, but I could 
not find out which of the attendants 
was the guilty one. I presume 
they stand by each other. 

"If such brutality as I witnessed 
goes on in public what might trans- 
pire within the privacy of the asy- 
lum is too horrible to contemplate. 

"On the same day this outrage 
was committed in my sight, I read 
in The Times a complaint from 
Williamstown that a patient from 
that place, whose remains had just 
reached home, had died of violence 
within the institution. This was 
denied by the asylum authorities, 
but after what 1 witnessed Wednes- 
day I am prepared to believe that 
any cruelty is possible to some ot 
the attendants. Doubtless there 
are attendants who treat their 
charges with humanity, if not a 
sympathetic consideration for the 
unlortunates in their care, but 
such brutality as I witnessed 
should not be possible in our insane 
asylums. My indignation has been 
boiling ever since I saw it, and I 
am not the kind, either, to be moved 
strongly by ordinary occurrences." 
Ready to Testify 

The lady who made the above 
statement to The Times, while 
shrinking from publicity in the mat- 
ter, is ready to repeat it before any 
investigating board. 

The Times further says that Dr. 
J. G. Furnish, the superintendent, 
states that he does not know of 
these outrages.
